Tho Collector at BrUIsreport Declares the Story 
to be a Gross Fnbrlciitlon. 

WAsiiiNiiTOy, Feb. 5, — Collector Ed- 
munda, of Bridgeport, Conn., in a letter to 
the .Secretary of the Treasury, says that the 
report of tho assault by the Bridgeport pop- 
ulace upon the British schooner Glcndon, on 
Sunday last, for entering that port without 
Hying the -•Vu.erican Hag, was all a hoax. 
After referring to the incident aa published 
in the pajiera, he says : " 1 initnedi;itely 
sent an olliecr to the wharf where she 
landed, with orders to report if there was 
any trouble.

There 
were a few young men, perhaps ten or 
twelve, who guyed him abnut his Hag, but 
he took no notice of it. Tlie oliicer came back 
and reported to mo that there was no roiv 
at llie dock where the vessel lay, and that 
it WHS all a hoax. Therefore, after this in- 
vestigation, I am satisfied that the report of 
great excitement among our citiznis ex- 
isted only in the iiimgination of a young and 
over zealous newspaper reporter seeking 
notoriety, as well as a Urge sale of the 
paper which lie represents. In my opinion 
there should be some punishment, and tliat 
a severe one, for a person on a newapapcr 
that will send over the country such re- 
ports, utterly void of truth, and which 
might cause, for a while at least, very un- 
plcasaat and disturbing relations between 
nationalities as well as citizens. As thin 
olficor understands it, the captain of the 
ossel had no thought or desire to insult our 
oitizens by Hying the British IPig when en- 
tering this pori, but he supposed, and, as I 
believe, he had a right so to do, that the 
custom ofiicera might see as to ^y'lu^t na- 
tionality his vessel belonged.

In a poslcript to this letter, 
lateil at Ivibiro, on the eastern coast of tho 
fMliert Nyanza, ICiiiin Pasha vividly de- 
scribes an eartlii|uako which occurred there 
on .Vngual 1 Uh. He say.i that the Like, 
which up to tho moment the earthquake 
was felt had been quite calm, 
was turned into u cauldron at the 
fur}' of the subterraneous agitation. Many 
people on the inouiitaiii slopes, lie adds, 
were killed by fulling rocks. Kuiin Paslia 
iilso Buys that tho situation of alTairs at 
Uganda and at Unyord is menacing. A 
rumor, it will bo recalled, reached Kurope 
recently to the elFect that Kmia Pasha was 
once more in serious dilliculties in Central 
Africa.

LoNDO.v, Feb. 5. — Another Anarchist has 
been arrested in Birmingham inconsequence 
of police work in following up the discov- 
eries at Walsall. The prisoner's name is 
Cavagna. He is said to be an Italian, and 
to have hail a bad record abroad in connec- 
tion with dynamite plots and conapiracica. 
Several boniba were found in liis house, and 
the police have am|)le evidence to shut him 
up in prison for a long term. The greatest 
inteieal ia slioivn by the foreign authorities 
ill tlie proaeeulioii of the Walsall 
dyminiiteia, iinil representat ivea arc here 
fioiii the police of .St. I'cterabtirg, Rome 
and Berlin, watching every movement and 
discovery of the Lomloii police in regard to 
llic c.isi's. 'I'lio Kussian agents claim to 
have evideiiee that tlie Mhilisla have moved 
their base of preparation fioin Switzerland 
to England, tliat some of the bombs manu- 
factured at Walsall were intended for use 
against the Czar. The prevalent opinion of 
the London authorities is that the bombs 
were meant for use on the occasion of the 
labor celebrations in May, and that the 
Anarchists were planning to perpetrate the 
outriiges with tho view of creating disorder 
and bringing on a struggle of tho musses 
against the classes. 



IT MADE THKMIXSANE. 

Ptctillar Hi'Bult of the Prevalllns Itilltienzii 
on Some Fenialo Prisoners iilAgraiii- 

ViKNNA, Feb. .'). — An exciting occurrence 
is reported from tho prison at Agram, tho 
capital of Slavona.

ROYAL RUSSIAN BETROTHAL. 

The Czar's Dansfhter to Marry Her Father's 
Consln— A Bit of Family History. 

St. PETKRSBtjKO, Feb. 5. — The Grand 
Duchess Xcniu, daughter of tho Czar, is 

betrothed to tho Grand Duke Alexander, 
son of tho Grand Duko Michael, uncle of 
the Cz ir. Tho Grand Duke Alexander is 
about 2G years of age, and .Kcnia is about- 
17. Alexander is ii brother of tho young 
(irand Duke ilichael, who incurred tho 
grave displeasure ot the Cztir, last April, by 
his marriage without tlie Cz ir'a consent to 
Siiphia, the beautiful Countess of Merch- 
berg, the daughter of Nicolui, Prince of 
Nassau and of Natalie, the divorced wife of 
Doubclt, and Morgantic wife of Prince 
Nicolas. Natalie was a descendant of 
the poet Ptislikin, and therefore 
had negro blood in her veins. 
The C'/.w was so bitter against Prince 
Michael for his marriage that lie divested, 
him of all his honors and refuFod to listen to- 
the intercession of Grand Duchess Olga, 
mother of Michael. This broke Olgu'a 
heart, and, while on her homeward journey, 
she died suddenly in a way station. It was 
rumored that she committed suicide, but- 
this is not possible. Her deatli ia believed 
to have had some influence in softening the 
Czar's feeliogs toward Michael, who bos 
been partly restored to favor, but not yob 
reinvested with his former dignities. Tho 
betrothal of the Czar's daughter to Michael's 
brother will, it is believed, result in a com- 
plete reconciliation of the Czar to MiobaeL 
The latter . remains completely devoted to. 
his young wife. 

THE SEAL FISHERY. 

Proposed Treaty Sont to London for Ap- 
proval. 

Wasiiinotos, Feb. 5. — Behring Sea mat- 
ters were again the principal subject of dis- 
cussion at the meeting of the Cabinet to- 
day.

THE PUllIAC ACaOUNTS. 

Tho Public Accounts of tlio Dominion 
for tho year ciuling .luiio liOth, 1S91, show 
that its linances are in a healthy condition. 
The revenue for the year was $38,579,310, 
and the expenditure on account of Consoli- 
dated Fund was $;!G,.'?4:!,,''>(i7. This leaves 
a aurphis of §2, "J;!"), 7-12. This is not a sur- 
plus over all expenditure of the year, 
because the sums paiil on capital ac- 
count arc not taken into the caloulation. 
The expenditure on capital account for the 
year was §4,449,640. If from this is taken 
the surplus, §2,2.35,742, and the sinking 
fund investments, Sl,9.'fS,07S, there will be 
left 327"), SIS, which was the amount added 
to the public debt last year. It may then 
be said with a very near approach to ex- 
actitude, that receipts and expenditure 
-almost balanced each other. This is an 
exceedingly hopeful state of afTairs. The 
debt of the Dominion is (juito large cnoui^h 
and we are glud to see that it is one of the 
great objects of the Finance Minister to add 
;as little to it as possible. It amounted, on 
the 30th of last June, to 82.37,808.030. The 
rate of interest paid on the gross debt aver- 
aged for the year S3. .3.") per cent., aguiust 
#3.;i7 for the previous year. The net rate 
paid on the debt fell from S2,l)i) to .•?2.U;i. 
This reihiction caused a saving of abnut 
$142, GS5. The interest on the public debt 
waa $d,S84,136. Civil government cost the 
people §1,334,200. The expense of the 
llilitia was SI ,27!),.">1.'>, and there was paid 
for Public Works, out of revenue, .'?l,0.'t7,- 
.54,j. Tho expense of administering justice 
in the Donnnion amounts to S72G,r)!)2. 
There wero paid out iu subsidies to prov- 
inces $3,903,756, and the Indians of the 
Dominion wero subsidized to the extent of 
nearly one million. 

The principal sources of revenue are Cus- 
toms and ICxcise. Tlie revenue from Cua- 
torna amounted to S2;f,Si)!),;!00, and that 
from Excise v/aa §0,914 Su. The Post- 
ollice brought in S2,515,823, and the ex- 
penditure on that branch of the public ser- 
rice was $3,101,07.') — the deficit being con- 
siderably over half a million. The railways 
paid into the treasury 1 SI ,SSS, the 
canals f.'i54, lO.'f, and they took out of it 
$4,505,510, besides the cost of collection, 
which was $196,580. From this we see 
that state railways in this Dominion do not 
pay, A good deal can be learned from (he 
-public accounts by those who are indus- 
trious anil patient enough to atiuly tliein. 
But they must be studied aa a whole, and 
not glanced over for the purpose of serving 
a. party. 



is most enervating and demoralizing. Mu- 
nicipalities should exercise prudence and 
foresight, and should learn tho very useful 
art of cutting the coat according to tho 
olotb, but Mr. Bcow&'svdry-nuraiBg sesolu- 
tion, if it wore allowed to assume the . form 
of a law, would hive the oOect of produc- 
ing the impression on municipal bodies 
that those virtues and that art are uuneces- 
Bary or obsolete. 

If we do not iniataUo the Province of On- 
tario undertook tho task of bringing up 
municipalities by hand, in some such way as 
Mr. Brown proposes that tho Legislature 
of this I'roviucB shoHld do, and 
wheu the time for payment oamo 
many municipalities wero unable to meet 
their obligatious, and tho Province was 
obliged to shoulder their debts. We are 
imder the impression, too, that some muni- 
cipalities were expected to pay in political 
support to the Government of the day, 
debts that ought to have been paid iu hard 
cash. 

Now, if the House of Assembly is wise, it 
will refuse to place a temptation and a 
stumbling-block in the way of both muui- 
cipalities and governments, and let them 
each hoe llioir own row. It will require all 
their energy and all their discretion to do 
that well. 

Mr. Brown must know from experience 
that this pernicious habit of depending upon 
governments to do for them what 
tliey ought to do foi themselves 
grows upon people. Was it not Mr. 
Brown, of New Westminster, who, last 
year, introduced what was called an "Fn- 
abling Bill," to shield tho corporation of 
that city from the consequences of mistakes 
which its members had made. The pro- 
tection asked for was granted, and now wo 
have Mr. Brown again applying to tho 
Legislature for favors not only for New 
Westminster, but for all the niunicipalitiea 
in the province. He wants the province to 
take upon itself a share of the pecuniary 
obligations which they may hereafter see 
Qt to incur. Wo do not think that tho 
Legislature will insult tho municipalities by 
providing crutches for them, as if they 
wero so many cripples, unable to walk alone. 
We cannot but think that Mr. Brown un- 
derestimates tho self-respect, as well as the 
self-reliance and the good sense of the 
municipalities of the province. 



ambiguous way. It produces no iBgurea and 

All 
that we can gather from its oracular utter- 
ances is that it expects that when a redistri- 
bii£ton is made the present iSovernraeat will 
be in a minority. It miisfc not make too 
sure of this.

Wo see that Mr. Brown, of New West- 
juinster, has placed on the notice paper the 
following resolution: 

" That it is advisable lliat niiiler iiri)p(;r 
rules and ruHtrielions the payun^nt of the in- 
terest upon the loan bonds and debentures 
of the dillerent municipalities of tho pro- 
vince should be guaranteed by the Provin- 
cial Ciovernment." 

We beg to suggest that the proper ameml- 
mcnt to this resolution would be sonietliing 
like the following : 

" That it is most inadvisable that under 
any rules and restrictions that can possibly 
be devised, the payment of the interest \.\\nn\ 
the loan bonds and debentures of the diU'er- 
■cnt minucip;ililiea should bo 'guaranteed by 
the Provincial Government." 

The proper title of an Act to bo framed 
•on tho principle contained in Mr. Brown's 
resolution would be, ".4n Act to encourage 
extravagance and improvidence in niuni- 
cipalitiea," for that would bo really its 
nature. Municipalities, liUo individuals, 
should bo made to feel that the most valu- 
able, as well as the most necessary, of all 
virtues, is self-reliance. A municipality 
which cannot got along independently has 
forfeited its right to existence Besides, tho 
Iidhit of looking to Oovornment continually, 
■which a inoasuro of this kiml is in- 
.tended to encourage and streugtheu, is 



We are ;;lad to observe that the members 
who were the other day clamoring for an 
immediate redistribution of the representa- 
tion of the province have apparently been j j 
convinced that they were a little loo hasty 
When they came to think the matter over 
they must have seen tho folly of l)la»iing 
the (lovernment for not premising a redis- 
tribution bill before the details of the cen- 
sus were c-ven published, and when the 
figures that had been placed ^before tho 
people wero evidently very far from being 
accurate. If tho (iovernnient hail the data 
in their possession for live or six months 
it would not bo wise to hurry them ; but to 
scold them and to accuse them of having 
violated their pledges when they could not 
have possibly come to a rational conclusion 
in the matter, showed that tho fault finders 
were not disposed to do either thenis:lvea 
or the ( iovornment justice. 

The Report of tho Committee of the 
Executive Council on Census Bulletin No. 

I, very prol)ably sot some of the gentlemen 
thinking, and showed them that a redistri- 
bution based upon such figures as that bul- 
letin contained, must be unjust to the rural 
popnl'ilion of tlie province. The analyais 
of the liguros ot the census shows that there 
has been since 1881 an actual decrease in 
the white population of the rural districts. 
Every one knows that this has not been the 
case. While the city population of the 
province has increased from 0,070 in I.SHI to 

II, 702 in ISDl. the white population, in- 
cluding Chinese, lias decreased from 14,728 
to 13,587. Bvery inhabitant of the province 
knows that this must be a mistake. There 
bus been a large increase of tho I'.ity popula- 
tion, but there has also been a correspond- 
ing increase of tlio population of the coun- 
try (listrietH. It will be seen that if a re- 
distribution were now made on this basis of 
population it would bo the country and not 
the towns that would suffer. This is not 
the result that the greater number of those 
who are urgent for an immediate redistri- 
bution wish or expect. The Vancouver 
World makes .sonio veiy sensible remarks 
on this phase of tlie rctlistributioii i|iiestioii. 
It says: 

Now, W(! all know that tlie ceoHUH reoently 
taken, so f.ir as bai been announced, has 
proved exeeodingly (lisiippoiiiting in this 
respect, and iIdch not slunv snob a piepond- 
eraiice of population in this section o) the 
jH'oviiiee as wouhl justify rcdist rilni tion ami 
ilissoliition of the lloii.so. Jt is with deep re- 
gret that wesay it, but itis neverthelens true, 
that the figures of the lower Frazer valley 
especially are most disappointing, and do 
mit bring the population nearly as higb, us 
was anliclpa'cHl, or a.s many of iis believe it 
still to be. The local (iovernnient, so it is 
said on what sneiiis to lie good authority, has 
felt the uiifairiioss of the results attain- 
ed, particularly as regards the lower 
Fraser, and that it has made strong lepie- 
sontations to tho Dominion (lovernment on 
the subject. Wo really cannot iinderstaiul 
how, under sucli circuiustanees, tho nieni- 
ber.-f for the District can S(juarc their action 
yesterday with the rights and wishes of 
their constituonts by demanding a redis- 
tribution ut a time when it would inflict 
positive injury upon this portion of British 
Columbia. Their course — if they had any 
sense of their obligations to those who sent 
them to tlio Asseinoly — should be to await a 
re|)ly from the Federal authorities orebring- 
ini; pressure upon tho Ministry here to de- 
cide upon a reilistriliution that would only 
prove harmful in the extreme." 

The representatives of the district of 
Westminster would do well to give heed to 
tho admonitions of the World and to study 
closely the paper, relative to the population 
of British Columbia, which the Government 
has placed in their hands,

AN ENGINEBBS' DISPUTE. 

Beasons Qiren Why the Sealing Steamer 
Thl«itle Is StlU In roirt. 

Some surprise haa been expressed during 
the past day or two that the steam sealing 

schooner Thiatle which has been ready for 
four or fivo diiya now, has not yet put to 
sea. A rumor on tho atreeta yeaterday 
morning to tho effect that there was 
aomo dilliculty between the owners and tho 
British Columbia Marino Kngineers' Associ- 
ation, led a CoLO.NisT reporter to make en- 
(juiriea in that direction and at the head- 
quarters of the Aaaociation, Room ."jO, Five 
Siatera' Block, tho following details wero 
learned : It aeems that tho Thistle being 
above I.jO registered tonnage, cornea under 
the marine hiw of Canada, and is rei[uired 
to carry two engineera. Tho Chief Ki'- 
fjincer must have at least a 8econd-claK.a 
certificate, and his assistant must hold at 
least fourth-class papers. There does 
not aeein to bo much disputo between tho 
owners of the steamer and the Murine Kn- 
gineers' Association about thia regulation, 
but it ia practically tho cause of the dilli- 
culty, as it is said tlie owners wish to send 
tho steamer away without a tireinan. None 
of the engineers belonging to the association 
wish to to tackle the job without a fireman. 
This is just where the matter now atanda, 
Mr. Manson, the owner of tbo Thistle, has 
already made an effort to engage outside 
men who are not niembcra of tho associa- 
tion, but who are duly certificated, but so 
far, according to report, has met with 
meagre success. One man, a Mr. Hall, {whom 
he brought over from Vancouver, has de- 
cided not to go on the voyage, the whole 
circumstances having been explained to him, 
and an effort is now being made to get 
another man from Vancouver. The mem- 
bcru of the Marine Aaaociation say that the 
only way the dilliculty can be settled is for 
Mr. Manaon lo engage a fireman. Then ho 
can have his jiick of the unengaged niem- 
bc^rs of the Association, and a man has been 
already eiij^aged, who will go to work aa 
soon aa the dilliculty is settled. The engin- 
eers suy tlnU it ia till) niiich to expect that a 
man having aerved his apprenticeship as 
an engineer, and having ear.ued bis 
papers, should be expected to do his own 
firing. At one lime, it is said, tho Thistle 
carried two firemen, but during last season 
there was only one engaged. In the mean- 
time the Thiatle is lying in the harbor, and 
the cluincea are thai uiilesa tbo dilliculty 
with the association is settled, ahe will not 
leave for a few days more. 

l^aat niK'ht, Capt. Mason brought over 
from Vancouver a man named Smith, a cer- 
tificated engineer, who, after the arrival of 
the Islander here, went on board the 
Thistle. Ho has preaiimahly decided to 
lire his own watches, and tho members of 
the Association in thia city are naturally 
indignant to think that the captain has 
been able to secure a certilicated man who 
will do the work which they consider to be as 
entirely hene.itli the dignity of an engineer 
as it would bo for a captain to scrub his own 
decks.

A PECULIAR BUSINESS. 

Was the Swlmller Swindled, or Was lie 
Playlue the Fool with the Police 't 

Word comes from Seattle that "A highly 
exciting chase after a smuggler and a trunk 
full of opium cans was made early on Wed- 
nesday morning by Chief of Police Rogers 
and Detictive Cudihee. After losing tho 
trail half-a-dozen times, and picking it up 
again and spending half tbo night in follow- 
ing it from one hotel to another, the olhcora 
at laat got their bauds on tho suspicions 
trunk and found that instead of opium they 
had been chaaini; a trunk full of opium cans 
tilled with molasaes and sawdust. 

Willi the trunk were found two satchels 
and a lot of clothing, bocks, pictures 
and letters, most of tluj ktltc-r being 
dateil from Victoria. Nearly all the photo- 
graphs wero taken in this city also, 'i'ho 
trunk ami tlr,' autchcla were taken to the 
C'usloms olhce, wliore 'J'Jf five-tael cms 
were found. Thity wero of tho regular 
weight and apjjearaiice of o])i\uii cans, and 
the ofliceis supposed that tlu^j- had a catch 
-amounting in value to over When 
about half of the trnnkfuU hail been tii kc:n 
out and stamped, a little streak of a dark, 
sticky liquid was found by Chief llogera on 
one of the cms. A careful examination of 
the content.4 of all the cans was then niaile, 
and it waa found that thoy wero all lilled 
with molaaaea and aawduat. Tho whole 
trunkfull waa taken ilown and dumped into 
llio bay. It was delinilely learned by the 
police in Seattle that the owner bought the 
trunk and its contents of inolusiea and saw- 
dust from a Chinese firm hero, and thai he 
paid $1,500 for it, believing that ho had 
purchased the highest grade of prepared 
opium. It was packed exactly like the 
genuine article, and it Was evident that the 
Chinamen bad played a confidence game on 
the smuggler. 

Though enquiries wero made in China- 
town, lust night, nothing could be elicited 
concerning the matter.

Justice Walkeni took occa- 
sion to make some reimirks aliout the prac 
tice prevalent in British courts of justice of 
it judge going into a jury room when the 
jury bad retired to consider their verdict, 
and making remarks to them cniioerning the 
case. He siuil thai for two hiinihed years, 
during which time several tli()uaii.iula of such 
instiuices had occurred, writs of error had 
been l)„sed on them, and in every ease un- 
successfully, thus proving beyond a doubt, 
on tlio authority of trie brightest jurists in 
the world, that it waa not ilK'gal. lOven as 
late aa December laat, a like ca.au ba])pened 
in London It was in the suit of l.onl 
Iluasell V. Lady I'.nssell, for a judicial ae[)- 
aratioii, an important case that engaged the 
attention of the whole world. After tho 
jury had retired, tho foreman returned into 
the courtroom, and, without saying a word, 
handed up to him . a oloaed paper. Lord 
Haiinun, the judge, read it, wrote an an- 
swer, folded it and handed it to tho fore- 
man, who then retired to tho jury room. 
And there waa absolutely not a single voice 
raised in protest, although tbo judge might 
have, in tho conimunioation, advised the 
jnry on a legal point in a totally erroneous 
manner. It was not known What he wrote 
and it never would bo known. " However, 
1 think," continued Mr. dnalice Walkein,

The Appeal Argued ami Concluded 
Before tlie Court Yesterday 
Al'teruoou. 

Judgment Will Bo Given iu a Fe^Y 
Days— An IntereatiuR Legal 
Poiut. 



■When the ail jiurncd case of Samuel Greer 
vs. Reginu was callcil in Uio Supreme 
Court, ycBtcrduy iiiorning, the coiu l r<)oiii 
■was crowik'd with iiUerestcd purlieH, who 
atayuil listuiiii'g to tlio argunciita luliUi'jeil 
(luriug tlio whole clay. Their Lor<Uliip3, 
Mr. Juatioa Crease, Mr. Justice VVulkein, 
and Mr. Justice Druko were on the Bencli. 
The Attorney-General appeared for the 
Crown, anil Mr. S. P. Milla on l.chalf of 
Greer, who sat in court duriiii; the lieuring. 

In opening Iho ciiso, Mr. Milla Buid Ihiit 
he had htou instnioted hy his clioiit to 
BgnlB request that Mr. Justice U ri ilie woalil 
not ~iit~oo~tlio~Benofi in tlie p res e n t, cuau , 
and in support of his plea road tlie follow- 
ing letter written by the Honorable J udge

Mr. Justice llraku said that he did not 
con.sidir liiinsi It diHinmlilied. 

Mr. .Iii tice Wallvciii pointed out tn coun- 
sel that if lie pel sidled ill taking the [icsi- 
tion that Mr. .lu;tioe DruUe sluinld not bit 
on the case, Ilia action would do his client 
no ^"10(1, it lie >vish<.d afterwaids to upptul 
lo Oltiiua. 

:Mr. Milssiid tliat he had already ud- 
vised (Iieer, liut lie had been instructed to 
take his present Bland. 

The Attorncy tit'iicnil then moved to 
quiish the wiit. of error, qnoi ing section t^tili 
of the I'loceilnre Act to prove llint tlic 
record did not silunv ihiis llic point takm in 
it tihonl the juiy roi in liad not bcrii le- 
served at the trial. He moved, therefore, 
to ijuush the writ and iillirni jiidgnieiit. 

Mr. Mills uontemled that, it was too late 
for the Altoruey-Genei 111 to take his point, 
because he had joined in error, and, fur- 
thermore, because the Chief Jnstice had re- 
served the point mentioutd during the con- 
tiuualion of the assizes. The writ of error 
bad been granted, ajid the polut hud been 
put on record. 

The Aitorney-General claimed that he 
had not joined in error. It was a misunder- 
standing. He had not filed any joiner of 
issue at all. 

Mr, Mills stated that the Attorney -Gen 
eral hatl certainly joined in error at the 
previous hcarikis of the appeal. 

Mr. Justice Crease, Mr. Justice Drake 
and the Registrar examined their notes, 
with the re.'ult that in all three books it 
was .'.tilled tli.jL the Altorney-CJeueral hud 
joined in error. 

Mr. Justice Walkciii .laid that his notes 
said lluu the Altoi ney General joineil in 
error on t(;rins. 

Mr. Mills a.'^ked whether the Attorney- 
General wauled to withdraw his joiiidirof 
erior, because, if so, lie would ulle(;e ii 
diiiiiiur iau of the record, and apply for 
certiorari. 

The Court then ailjouriied for lurch. 

On rejiiiiiing ill tilt: aftcinoon. Mi-. Mills 
presii-nteil lii.s wril ofciri.riii detail, ijuot- 
ing his am lioriiies one by one. 'I'licy were 
as lollowa :

This concluded the case, and His Honor 
Mr. uUdtice Crease announced that the 
judgment of the court would bo made 
known through the Registrar as soon as

The gale from tho soAuli.ciist which 
rattled tho windows in Victoria during the 
last week in Janua';y, and made those wiio 
were indoors, Vjy comfortable firesides, feel 
thankful Cnat they wore not afloak, "scat- 
tered *."ho tihores of tho west coast with 
wrer.kaga, and sent more thim one staunch 
little craft to tho bottom or ashore in strings 
and splintcid. Full particulars of the I'.eso- 
latiou and disaster wrought by the galo tuu- 
not yet bo obtained hare, but enough is 
known to stamp the hurricane as one of the 
(iorcest of lat-o years. The stei'.rner Maude, 
which returned from Burchiy Sound lust 
night brovight piirtier.lara of two wrecks, 
and the musters and crews of tho ill-fated 
craft. Slie also brought news of other 
minor accidents, ri'sulting from the cyclone, 
but fortunately the tii-at fatality is yot to be 
reported. 

One of the loat siohooners is the Laura, of 
lliis city, which cleared on Jaiuiiiry 5-1, with 
Gapb. Hansen (the Flying Dutchuuui) cdui- 
nianding. She took lior mate, cook and 
boy, and intended to fill up with Indians, 
whom she was to pick up, as usual, along 
the coast. It was for this purpose tliut, 
with fair wind and weather, the Laura ran 
into Friendly Cove, Noolka Sound, on the 
25tb ult. The Indians were secured, and 
the little schooner was lying at anchor 
waiting for them to come aboard, when the 
wind fi eshoned and then died away, a dead 
calm, of perhaps a quartor of an hour, pre- 
ceding the terrible gale. It seemed as 
though the elements, during the lull, had 
concentrated all their Strength for tiie 
fierce attack, which sent the Indians who 
were coming out to tho schooner back to tho 
shore in terror. The Liiura had two anchors 
out from her bows, and as soon as the gale 
struck her, con;mencnl to drag, tho tempest 
forcing her straight for the shore. The 
cables only held tor a short time then 
snapped, and seeing that all hope of s iving 
the schooner was over tlie captain and his 
three coni])anioiis with <litliculty lowered 
the boat, with which tliey succeeded in ef- 
fecting a hiiuUng on the meks not far from 
the Iiidinn settlement. The night wassi)eut 
with tho Siwashes, who treated the unfor- 
tunate whites with kindest hospitality, and 
in the morning a visit was paid to tho 
rocky alioro whore a few cases of tinned 
meals aiul some of tho schoonor'a timber 
were picked up. So complete had 
been the destruction of the Liiura 
that none of the wreckage was 
too large for a man to conveniently 
carry away; the schooner had boon liter- 
ally pounded to pieces on the shore. Gapt. 
Hansen and his conipuuions roiiiained with 
the Indians for seven days, and then set out 
in the sliip's boat for Hesquoit, eighteen or 
tw-eonty miles away. One night was spent 
at Hosquoit, and the shipwrecked crew 
passed to Sidney Inlet and thenco to Clayo- 
quot, where they were taken on board by 
tho Claude. Capt. Roberts had heard of 
tha disaster, and came a little out of his 
way in the expectation of picking up tho 
survivors. 

En route to Cinyoquot tho Captain 
and owner of the trading schooner 
Northern Light was met with, 
ho and bis partner being also tho 
victims of shipwreck. Their craft, which 
is also given the name of the jSIinnio by 
some, was a little sixteen-ton schooner, flat- 
bottomed, which left here late in Lecember 
on a trading cruise. She was strnck by the 
same galo when ridiug at anchor oU" 
Nonchiilet, and driven on the rocks, on 
which ('a[)l. Niles liunde and his companion, 
John .Jhuoson, elung until morning, when 
the indiaii.s look them oil in canoes. They 
hail dispus- il of the gn/ater part of their 
cargo of supplie.4, and, when wi eeked, had 
on board lirtween .^:!(H) and flUtJ worth of 
furs obtained fiom the Indiana. (July the 
elothiiig of the two men was saved, the 
cargo, US well as llio scliooner, which was 
valued at about S'iOU, and uninsured, being 
a total loss. 'I'lie place where the gali; 
struek the Xcuthern l-ight is about --'0 
miUs from wlieic tin; Ijiuiru met her fate; 
the two eaptains sighted, but di<l not speak, 
Citcli other the day bL-foru both mot with 
destruction. 

The shipwrecked men feci a trifle sore 
over tho faet Ih-it their faro to Victoria 
was demanded l.'y ('apt. Roberts almost as 
soon as t hey were taken on board. The 
owners of the defunct Northern Light were 
ubsoluicly peiinilosa, and their furcs, as 
well us those of his own men, were paid by 
the "iTlying Dutchman." 

Tho Luura was a somewhat larger 
schooner than the Northern Light. She 
was purchased last ye.ir in Galifnriiia, 
brought to this city and registered under 
the Bmisli Hug by Messrs. J. B. Jones and 
Charles Williams, who wore her owners ut 
the time of her loss. She "was valued at 
about S.'),r)0O, as she lloated, and was in- 
sured lor § 1,000— S-,000 with Messrs. R. P. 
Rilhet ct Go., Ltd.- §2,000 with Robert 
Ward & Co. , Ltil. Nothing was saved of 
tlie supplies taken on for the sealing 
voyage; in fact, Gapt. Hanaen and bis men 
hail only what they reacheil the shore in. 

Not only did the gale make its violence 
felt on t'he water, but at Noah Hay the 
little Hcttlcmont was considerahly shaken 
up. There, 17 houses, chiefly Indian 
homes, wore laid in ruins, and several were 
iiijiired. Mr. George F. Hirton had both 
his arms broken by the falling of llio galvan- 
ized iron roof ot Baker's store. His in- 
juries are thought to be most serious, 
though several otners had bones broken.

Tht) Rnrelay Sound Lainl and Itnprove- 
nioiit Company, Ltd., is tho title of a com- 
pany whioii met, last night, for incorpora- 
tion purposes. Tho capital stock is placed 
at SiUO.OOO, 870,000 of which is fully paid 
up. The objects of the company are com- 
prised in the building up of the now town 
of Barclay, situated on Uchucklerit Inlet, 
al tho head of Barclay Sound, and at the 
mouth of Alberni Canal. The harbor is 
threo miles long and three-quarters of a 
mile wide, perfectly land-locked, and a 
natural harbor. Tho townsite is admirably 
situated on a gentle slope from the water. 
'L'lio company will encourage industries to 
establish there, and ugreo to devote 50 ])er 
cent, of al' receipts from the sales of two- 
thirds of tho towimite to improvement pur- 
poses. A railway from Barclay to tho east 
coast of the I.slnnd, at C^oiiiox, will be pro- 
moted, a preliminary survey having been 
made o{ the r(Mite. It. is cliuini'd that this 
I'oute would cause all the coal to.be shi[>pod 
from Barehiy, towage being avoided, and it 
being 111) miU:s nearer San Francisco.
